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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues starting on page 6 of the 
response filed March 2, 2009 against the COSNIER reference and asserts since the claimed components are immobolized on an electrode 
via a polymer, COSNIER does not meet the claimed limitations of reagents in a "solution". However, this argument is not persuasive since a 
"solution" is not exclusively limited to a liquid solution and "solution" is open to read on liquid or solid solutions. Applicant argues starting on 
page 9 of the response filed March 2, 2009 that the IKEDA reference is applying a different reaction in its immobolized electrode sensing 
assay. However, the addition of a pH controller, or buffer, is to maintain a certain pH which is not exclusively limitted to the application of 
IKEDA and maintaining a pH, especially in a biological sample application, would be desirable in other assays including that of COSNIER. 
Arguments presented for "Other Claims" are based on the interpretation of the "solution" of COSNIER and are believed to be addressed 
above. 
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
